180 to 1376 from the base sequence that is represented by 
SEQ ID NO: 1 is not disclosed or suggested in documents 1 
to 8, and the feature in question cannot be considered to 
have been obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Furthermore, the abovementioned protein that 
exhibits a proliferation promoting function and the DNA 
that codes said protein, which are set forth in claims 1
